Disaster Averted 
At Wishard Hospital 


INDIANAPOLIS

More 
than 400 patients were evacuated from 
Wishard Memorial Hospital Thursday 
as thick smoke billowed through the 
seven-floor facility. 
As m any as 1,000 hospital employes, 
including student nurses, took part in 
the 
rescue 
operation 
and 
w e r e 
credited 
with 
averting 
a 
possible 
disaster. No one was injured in the 
evacuation, which was conducted in 
accordance with 
the 
h o s p i t a l ’ s 
emergency disaster plan. 
Hospital officials said 404 patients 
were 
removed 
from 
the 
hospital’s 
Myers 
Building 
Fifty-four 
patients 
were moved to other hospitals and all 
but a dozen were returned after the 
smoke had cleared and the fire was 
out. 
They included eight e x p e c t a n t 
mothers, 
four of whom 
gave 
birth 
later in the day at nearby Indiana 
University Hospital. 


M any of the ev acu ated p a tien ts 
huddled in blankets and sheets outside 
Wishard. Tem peratures were mostly 
in the 30s.

The fire itself was confined to the 
first 
floor, 
but 
smoke

through the building via a ventilating 
system One oxygen line broke and fed 
the fire until the line was disconnected 
by firemen

broke out in a conference room.

The cau cu s of the m etro p o litan m ay o rs in Indianapolis 
T hursday ad o p ted sev eral reso lu tio n s in clu d in g one th at 
sets out w h a t they will a c c e p t in se ttlin g the lengthy 
d ebate over police and fire m e n ’s pensions 
The a p p ro v ed plan calls fo r the sta te to assum e 
responsibility for p aym ent of the unfunded liability of 
the existing p lan but for th e m u n icip alities to take over 
the costs 
of a 
new sy ste m 
stru c tu re d 
along less 
generous lines. 
The p ro p o sed changes b a ck ed by the m a y o rs include 
delaying s ta r t of the pension p ay m en ts to a g e 55, setting 
the am ount of th e pension a t 50 p er cent of th e pay for a 
first class p riv a te or p a tro lm a n a t tim e of retirem ent 
and elim in atin g a proviso th a t pensions in c re a se as pay 
of 
cu rre n t 
officers 
in rease. 
Instead, 
th e 
m ayors 
reco m m en d ed a 3 per c en t annual in c re a se in the 
pension. 
The co n trib u tio n of police an d firem en to the fund 
would in c re a se from 3 per c e n t to 6 per c en t, under the 
m ay o rs’ p lan . T he liability of local g o v ern m en ts for the 
existing pen sio n plan w ould be frozen as of 1973, and 
assu m ed by th e state. 
The m ay o rs also adopted a resolution callin g for an 
om nibus co llectiv e barg ain in g plan for cities th a t would 
include the po lice and fire m e n w ith the o th er local

You Can't 
Make 'Em Stay 


It s always unfortunate when a business leaves 
town, but there are times when nothing can be done to 
prevent it. The recent announcement that Sears was 
closing their catalogue store here is a case in point. 
Since the news broke, people have been saying, 
“Why doesn’t somebody do something to make them 
stay? Why doesn’t the Chamber of Commerce do 
something?” Well, in the first place nobody can make 
a business stay in a community. Clearly, any business 
has the right to leave a community, just like any 
business has a right to locate in a community, 
although there are some who would debate the latter 
point. 
Many factors enter into a decision to close a 
business. In Sear’s case some of the more important 
considerations seem to have been things like the 
decision by Marsh to expand their facility to the south 
thereby eliminating the space which had been used by 
Sears. Another consideration is the general trend on 
the part of Sears to have regional catalogue stores 
thus eliminating the ones with the slim profit margin, 
which seems to be the case here. A third con­ 
sideration was the lack of any available buildings 
suitable to the home office. It is interesting to note 
that the Sears people knew pretty well what was 
available in terms of buildings without having to be 
told by anyone. Sears is no small-time operation. 
As one might guess, the absence of much downtown 
parking was one reason they decided to leave, ac­ 
cording to the Chicago office. 
We are not the only community in the area to lose a 
catalog store incidently. Others in the area have been 
closed as well. And it seems fair to assume the Sears 
facility in Washington Square fits into their regional 
concept. 
With regard to the Chamber of Commerce a point 
or two also needs to be made. The Chamber did make 
a concerted effort to encourage Sears to stay. Letters 
were written to not only the local manager, but also to 
the other members in the chain of command in 
Madison, Indiana, and in Chicago. Not only that, but 
members of the Chamber’s Board of Directors were 
also involved. Several calls were made to Chicago 
offering possible ways that the catalogue store could 
be relocated. An offer was even made to build a 
building to their specifications on a lease-back 
arrangement. 
There are times, therefore, when despite all the 
efforts made to prevent it, a business leaves town. 
The Chamber of Commerce did all it could, and we 
should be grateful for that, but sometimes there just 
isn’t anything else that can be done.

Power Struggle

“ Pow er struggles inside the executive 
branch go on regardless of which party is in 
control." Butz said in an interview here. 
The form er Cabinet officer, who served 
nearly five years before he was forced to 
resign last October over a racial joke. added 
that C arter’s loss of m any farm belt states 
in the election may deprive his agriculture 
secretary of “clout” in future struggles with

B utz’ comments reflected the fact that 
issues of national and international food 
supplies 
and 
prices 
have 
become 
so 
im portant in recent years that farm leaders 
are no longer left alone to decide m any farm 
policy issues. 
Increasingly, economic and foreign policy 
forces in and out of government have been 
taking a hand in what once were considered 
parochial farm issues, and many decisions 
once m ade within the A g r i c u l t u r e 
D epartm ent now go to the White House 
“The secretary of agriculture's big job the 
last three or four years, and the next three 
or four years, is with other m em bers of the 
adm inistration — the Slate Departm ent, the 
T reasury, and the Office of M anagement 
and B udget." Butz said

inside

adm inistration may involve issues including 
international trade relationships and access 
to foreign m arkets for American farm ers 
One such struggle, Butz said. occurred 
last sum m er and fall when he sided with 
cattlem en in moving to close a loophole in

program Butz won the fight, but not until 
after he overcam e opposition from other 
officials who favored a softer line. 
“T here was some bloodletting over that 
(issue) which didn't get into the papers I 
had to go to the President on th at,” Butz 
recalled 
“ I won some and I lost some over the 
years, but I had excellent rapport at the 


White House and I got that by building a 
political power base I worked hard at that," 
Butz said. 
C arter's 
agriculture 
secretary, 
B u t z 
contended, “ won’t have the sam e power 
base in the farm belt” because C arter lost 
m any farm area states to President Ford. 
"C arter's a dam n good politician 
I feel 
he ll consider that his power base is in 
industrial, consumer, labor and minority 
votes, not in the farm belt," Butz argued. 
“ This m eans that the a g r i c u l t u r a l 
leadership around the country is going to 
have to be alert to keep from getting 
washed down the tube." Butz said.

people should be making a conscious effort 
to get closer to people in the executive

Education Today 
NewDiscrimination

“Johnny” can't read 
The sam e "Johnny" can’t write. Or can’t 
add. 
Never Janie. Just this boy, "Johnny” , 
carries the burden of education's failures. 
Now it turns out. pinning the blam e on a 
faceless 
"Johnny" 
shows 
the 
teachers 
secretly dislike boys and don’t know it. They 
are, according to one professor of education, 
discrim inating against the little fellas. 
Dr Floyd Sucher, professor of education 
at Brigham Y’oung University in Provo, 
Utah, says his research shows teachers 
most frequently regard boys negatively. 
In general, says the professor, boys are 
less successful in the elem entary school 
classroom 
because 
their 
t e a c h e r s 
com m unicate that they will be. 
One of 
Sucher’s 
studies 
showed 
that 
during question and answer sessions, boys 
tried eight tim es more frequently than girls 
to respond 
However, teachers called upon girls IO 
tim es more frequently than they called upon 
boys. 
Another research report cited by Sucher 
showed that teachers waited 7.7 seconds for 
girls to respond to questions but allowed 
boys only 2.2 seconds. 
T hat’s not all. 
“Almost without exception when teachers 
are asked who gives them the most trouble 
in the classroom , the response is 
boys’,” 
Sucher said 
“ We must ask why and are just beginning 
to arrive at som e answ ers.” 
He traces part of the dilemma to the home 
prior to the tim e children enter school 
"While it never is the intention of parents 
to train a boy to have difficulty in school, 
they do interact with boys in ways which 
establish behavior patterns that contribute 


"Boys are encouraged to become more 
independent tlian girls. They appear to have 
more unsupervised time from earliest ages, 
especially out of doors. 
“ During these pre-school years discovery, 
exploration and independence become the 
natural process of learning for boys.” 
So the boys show these characteristics in 
the 
classroom. 
Then, 
they 
b e c o m e 
disrupters 
Or misfits. Little girls, doing 
what they were taught in the pre-school 
years, tend to do less in the way of boat- 
rocking. 


The boys, as a result, get m ore of the 
negative criticism from the teachers, more 
of 
the 
punishm ent 
and 
fewer 
of 
the 
privileges. 
"G irls are becoming more assertive but 
boys will continue to comprise the m ajority 
of the independent, aggressive, active souls 
in the classroom ," Sucher said 


“Society in general expects it of them " 
"It seems the schools and teachers must 
m ake the adjustm ent to the learning style, 
behavior patterns and interests of boys." 
While there is much evidence that women 
teachers have not related effectively with 
boys, it is not equally clear to Sucher that 
adding m ale teachers will solve the problem 
of 
"Johnny" 
being 
the 
scapegoat 
of 
education 


"Probably m any children could benefit 
socially and emotionally from contact with 
the proper m ale teacher, but the broad 
spectrum 
of 
research 
d oesnt 
s h o w 
significant difference in academ ic progrews 
favoring m ale teachers. 
The bottom line, as Sucher sees it: 
“ Boys need parents and teachers who 
clearly perceive the strengths and needs of 
every individual and are sensitive in their 
interaction with them .”

Open Access

INDIANAPOLIS (U PL - A United Press 
International poll among Indiana law m akers 
shows overwhelming support for the concept 
of open access to governmental decision­ 
m aking, som etim es c a l l e d 
"sunshine" 
legislation 
Of the 106 senators and representatives 
who replied to the poll, 92 said they are for 
open 
access 
to 
governmental 
decision 
m aking, 7 said they opposed such legislation 
and 7 were undecided. 


Such legislation passed both the House and 
Senate in differing forms during the 1976 
session but conferees failed to agree and the 
bill died However, a study com m ittee was 
created that worked throughout the interim 
and produced a new bill that appears to 
meet most of the objections voiced to the 
1976 version. 


The big hangup with the 1976 bill appeared 
to be inclusion by the Senate of a proviso 
that private institutions and agencies and 
quasi-private ones that receive tax funds be 
included, along with government Officials of 
private 
universities 
and 
colleges 
and 
hospital boards were among those objecting 
to this extension. 
The bill approved by the Public Access to 
Governm ental Decision making P r o c e s s 
Interim Study Committee excludes private 


institutions and agencies that get some tax 
money, and left the proposed Indiana open 
door 
law 
applying 
to 
"any 
b o a r d , 
comm ission, 
departm ent, 
agency 
o r 
authority, by whatever name designated, 
exercising 
a 
portion 
of 
the 
executive, 
adm inistrative or legislative power of the 
state ." 


The 33-2 Senate m ark of approval in the 
UPI poll for open access to governm ental 
decision-making 
and 
the 
corresponding 
House poll of 59-5 in favor cam e on no 
specific bill, however, but on the concept 
itself Some of those voting for the concept 
underlined the word 
"governm ental" to 
indicate their intent such legislation not 
extend into the private sector 


The proposed bill drafted by the interim
